W ashington, Feb. 20.—A proposition 
very serious to many thousands of 
people residing at and in the vicinity 
of small road stations throughout the 
country was presented to the Inter­ 
s ta te commertV commission in an in 
formal petition in which the Wabash 
Railroad company asks for extension 
of time for the going into effect of the 
nine-hour law, which applies to rail­ 
way employes who have the direction 
of the movem ents of trains.

IRISH PO TATO F E R ­ 
T IL IZ E R E X P E R IM E N T S . 


Bulletin No. 101 of the T exas Agri­ 
cultural Experim ent Stations, by W. 
S. H otchkiss and E. J. Kyle gives the 
results of a series of experim ents in 
the use of fertilizers with the Irish po­ 
tato. 
T he 
experim ents 
began 
at 
Troupe in 1903. 
Since then the work 
has been continued each year, with 
the exception of 1905, when all the 
potatoes rotted in the ground on ac­ 
count of the unusually wet weather. 
The total results show that nitrogen 
gave very beneficial results through­ 
out the four years, whether used in the 
form of cotton seed meal or nitrate* 
of soda. 
When used In a com plete 
fertilizer the results show that there 
was very little difference between the 
nitrate of soda and cotton seed m eal. 
The average yield or the nitrogen plats 
as against the check plats shown in 
increase of 21 bushels in favor of the 
nitrogen. 
Acid phosphate alone gave good re­ 
sults three out of four years and In­ 
crease enough to be slightly profitable 
the other year. 
T he average increase 
in yield in trial over the average yield 
of the check plat exceeds 23 bushels. 
Nitrogen 
and 
phosphoric 
acid com ­ 
bined averaged as much in the four 
years as the varying am ounts of ni­ 
trogen and phosphoric acid combined 
with potash. 
Averaging thenitrogen 
plats 
as 
against 
nitrogen-phos­ 
phoric acid plats, the latter exceed 
the former in average yield for four 
years by about 20 bushels. 
Comparing the acid phosphate plats 
with the acid phosphate-potash plats 
show s that the latter out-yielded the 
former by an average of only 6-10 of 
a bushel for the four yeais. 
Averaging 
the 
check 
plats 
as 
against the itotash plat*, toe latter out 
yielded the former by an average cf 
four bushels In the four years—about 
enough to pay for the potash. 
During the four years, potash gave 
com paratively negative results. 
The 
total results would hardly justify its 
use so far as yield is concerued. 
The 
fact has been dem onstrated, however, 
that potash has som e influence on 
the keeping and carrying quality of 
fruits and vegetables; and as the pota­ 
to is grown elm ost exclusively for ear­ 
ly shipping, the use of a sm all amount 
of potash is probably advicable. 
Since it has been dem onstrated that 
nitrogen is one of the elem ents m ost 
'lacking in the soil, It is very advisa­ 
ble, when possble, to turn under a 
crop of cowpeas on the land in ad­ 
vance of planting the potato crop.The 
potatoes are harvested so early in the 
j season 
there is 
plenty of tim e 
to 
i grow a good orop of peas for turning 
under during the fall. 
Judging from the beneficial results 
; obtained from both sources of nltro- 
j gen, and from the fact It takes so m e 
tim e for cotton seed meal to becom e 
: availab le,-nitrate of soda being avall- 
able at once, It would seem that the 
best possible results would be to uso 


som e of both 
elem ents. 
If this is 
done, the fertilizer could be applied 
just before planting, instead of ten 
days in advance, as is now recom ­ 
mended for cotton seed meal. 
Tho nitrate of soda would supply the 
nitrogen at the beginning of growth, 
and, about, the tim e it was giving out, 
the cotton seed meal would becom e 
available and carry the crop on to ma­ 
turity. 
W hile w e have not yet tried 
this mixture, the indications are that 
it will prove m ost satisfactory. 
The 
follow ing formula is therefore recom­ 
mended for all sandy E ast T exas soils: 
1,000 lbs. Acid phosphate, 14 per ct. 
700 lbs. Cotton seed meal. 
200 lbs. Kainit. 
IOO lbs. N itrate of soda. 
This formula w ill give 8 per cent 
acid phosphate, 3.20 per cent nitrogen. 
1.7 per cer t potash. 
In case no nitrate 
of soda or potash is available, the fol­ 
lowing Is suggested: 
1,200 lbs. acid 
phosphate; 800 lbs. cotton seed meal. 
From 400-600 lbs. of such 
formula 
should be used per acre.
